two factions; and the third reilgloUR 
clasaes as between Shlntoism In Japan, 
Confucianism in China and Christian- 
ity which has been seepins Into those 
two countries, Mr. Alexander said the 
students of these various countries are 
the ones to brinir peace, because they 
realize peace la better than war. 

The result of the world conference 
was that all the delegates left with the 
rim belief that world peace will ar- 
rive only by Christian fellowship and 
brotherhood. "When we shall be 
friends in Christ; then we shall have 
world peace." 

roppy Day Discusscil 

In Divinity Hall last night Moni Sen 
spoke about Poppy Day, asking whe- 
ther It was merely . symbol o. whether 
we thought of its s'gnlflcance towards 
the furtherl of peace. He sa'd that 
the World Student Christian I'edera- 
tion binds students tosether all over 
the world, so that they belong to one 
brotherhood. The Federation empha- 
sizes "I.,lve tho Christian I.,lfo" and 
"Love Your Ne'ghbour", To further 
this everyone should do his part by 
taking his religion seriously. 

According to Moni Sen, the moment 
we bring social Implication Into religion 
we forget the spiritual altitude. Theso 
two can work together, for wo can 
apply the Christian principle's In our 
everyday life. The Federation binds all 
nations under one common loyalty with 
no discrimination between rases; and 
believers that It is only through peace- 
ful n»Kotiations that peace can be 
maintained. 

Meedng i-Mi Nlglil 

At the meeting lost night In Strath- 
cona Hall, Moni 8«n spoko o( tho an- 
cient civilization ot India, over three 
thousand years old. Becnuso of this he 
ttatrtd there, .-ire a few diflcifiiiccs to be 
found between the university life of 
India and Canada. Tjie educational 
system of India Is founded on the ISiig- 
llsh University, where In many In- 
alanee.'i the en mo subjects ore tauulil. 
The general routine of lectures Is the 
same 08 In Canada. Thri stiideiitu In 
India arc like students the world over. 
They have nnich tho same Interest In 
ijoc'nllsjn and Communism as students 
ot other eounlries, and Ihty ui4 puiit 
as intcrcbleil iii v/urld affulrH."

Dean Addressed Friday 
Meeting Of Classical 
Club 

"Although the writings of Luelan 
may lack tho sympathetic understand- 
ing of those of Voltaire, yot through- 
out they display a good-humoured crit- 
icism of the conventions of his day. in 
this respect a striking contrast to the 
mcroile.ss satire of Swift," said Dean 
Woodhead before tho first meeting of 
the reorganized Classical Club last Fri- 
day, "However," he continued, "that 
docs not Infer' that Lucian was Incap- 
able ot and did not often employ such 
satire." 

Living in tho second century, I,uc- 
ian seems to havo regarded the world 
of his day as a decadent one, Deun 
Woodhead stated. Although ho pos- 
sessed a profound respect tor the earl- 
ier Greek authors and phllo.iophers, So- 
crates and riulo In particular, he 
appears to have believed In nothing 
contemporary to himself, oven the goils 
of tradition being by no means exempt 
from his scopllcal queslloiilng. On the 
othar hand there aro many pieces of 
puro Imaginative fooling to Iil.s crclll 
such as tho "True History," suggestive 
ot llabolalu and Jules Vornc. 

.Swift Takes Avllun 

In eloping Ills paper the Speaker sug- 
gested that undoubtedly Swift's "Qui- 
liver" look u lesson or iwo from Luc- 
Ian, though ot course Swltl Is al)lo to 
stand on his own feet; and that l.iicliin 
also senins lo have hud an Influencfl on 
Iho writings of Hhakospeure, though 
probably through the medium of some 
niher author.

Ilitler'B Actiom Contrary To 
Council Of AdviBorg 

Rule Of Dictntorn ' Achieved 
And Maintained By 
Violence 
WpllE fact that a certain lino 
of action is 'obviously ab- 
surd is no guarantee that the 
dictators of lîurope will not 
adopt it," said Andre Gcraud, 
addressing the Peop]o'.«i Forum 
last Friday night. For exam- 
ple, he continued, whsn Hitler 

occupied tho fthlnclnnd ho did so 
against tho advice of nil his generals. 
Had France retaliated he would have 
been powerless to resist lo any de- 
gree. 

Speaking on the siiliject. "Can Euro- 
pean fence Be Saved?", Geraud, who 
Is better known under tho pen-name 
of "Perllnnx," outlined the national 
and Inlcmntlonal sitiintlon ot the coun- 
tries ot F-Tope. Three out of five In 
Europe today live under a despotic 
rule, ho said. Greece has lately fallen 
under a dictator and Spain may soon 
follow. 

Dictators Use Violence 

Tho speaker surveyed the conditions 
under which the Inhabitants ot totali- 
tarian stales live today. The rule ot 
Miller Is more severe than that ot Mus- 
solini, he said. Hitler, attained his pow- 
er by a systematic process of ridding 
himself of political opponents by mur- 
der and violence. Public, personal and 
religious liberties have been suppress- 
ed. Even science has had lo bow its 
head. He has Imposed on the unlversl' 
tics and the students tho ridiculous 
theory of race purity. Tho whole econ- 
omic system Is under direct control 
and the secret police have been or 
ganlzcd to force and Impress upon the 
people the principle of single-party 
government. Tho word Socialist in the 
title National Socialist Party is of no 
value whatsoever. Mussolini, too. has 
achieved and held power by bloodshed 
and violence. 

One ot the greatest sources of hope 
for democracy may bo found in the 
evidences ot the tremendous power of 
public opinion In the last year in Great 
itrltuln and. In the Popular' Front In 
Fiance. What we need today Is lead 
crshlp. Tho government ot England Is 
stiiblo and effiçle.it, and controlled by 
the people. Tho French people recog- 
nize tho sorlousnoas ot tho situation 
and tho need for detormlned action; un 
fortunately Iho government Is fur from 
stable. In Iwth countries tho fear of 
und reaction fron» Communism has 
liolpoil tho growth ot P^sclsm. Tho

As 
far as we are concerned, it is necessary to 
take measures to interest the students in 
sports. Several yeais tliere was a com- 
pulsory rule at college whereby every stu- 
dent was expected to spend a certain num- 
ber of hours each week in athletic pur- 
suits. Women students are still forced to 
ilfpllow this rule, but is has been relaxed 
ïth the male students. If .«juch a rule 
were to be re-established, it seems probable 
that the alleged student apathy towards 
«'partiçipatioji jn jsports would be at least 
partially removed. 

As long as students do not partici- 
pate and as long as we liave the energies 
of our physical directoi s directed with an 
eye to the health of the individual student, 
so long will there be a large percentage of 
students who are physically unfit.

Scholars elected this year will enter Oxford in October 1937. 

A Rhodes Schokrship is worth £400 a year for two years with an 
option of a third. 

Scholars may follow any course of studies they choose. 

Rhodes scholars are chosen without written examination on the basis 
of their School and College records. 

A candidate to be eligible must — 

(a) Be a male citizen of Canada and unmarried. 

(b) Be between the ages of nineteen and twenty<five. 

(c) Have completed at least his Sophomore year in college. 

Candidates may apply either for the Province in which they have 
their ordinary private domicile, home or residence, or for any 
Province in which they may have received at least two years of 
their college education before applying. 

The qualities which will be considered in making the selection are: 

(1) Literary and Scholastic ability and attadnments. 

(2) Qualities of manhood, truth, courage, devotion to duty, 
sympathy, kiindlineu, unselfishness and fellowship. 

(3) Exhibition of moral force of character and of instincts to 
lead and to take an interest in his schoolmates. 

(4) Physical vigor as shown by interest in outdoor sports or 
in other ways.
